An interesting story comes from the 


?hilip pines in regard to the desertion 
of a marine to the enemy, the first of 
he kind on record and the blot it places 
on the escutcheon of the corps is not rs- 
ished by the officers and men. " 


Love for a Philippino girl led Priv. 


Frederick M. Baker to desert and to aid 
ihe insurgents in their operations against 
ibe American troops. Friendship 
for 


another American, condemned by a 
Philippino conrt martial to be executed, 
caused him to surrender himself in a 
vain effort to effect the other man's 
rescue. Baker's punishment and reward 
are life imprisonment in the state prison 
a San. Qnentin, Gal. 


The archives show that Baker, save 


or the acts above noted, mtde a gocd 
record from tbe time of his enlistment 
in 1881. When the Obarlestown was at 
Oebu he was given liberty ashore, made 
he acquaintance of a Philippino girl 
and, apparently influenced by her, on 
June 12, 1899 deserted, Previously, 
however, be gave informaton concerning 
movements of American troops which 
was of great value to the insurgents. 


Baker was commissioned a lieutenant 


in the Philippino army and assigned to 
duty as drill master. He found that 
another American, a private, was also a 
commissioned officer in the same insur- 
gent force and a warm friendship sprang 
up between them. It was this frendsbip 
that triumphed over love and fear of 
death. 


The two Americans succeeded in 


evading duty which required them to 
operate against the American detach- 
ments sent into the interior of Cebn 
until last summer, when the friend o! 
Priv. Baker was directed to oomman d 
an expedition under orders tj ambush 
tin American force. Although in tbe 
Philippines' power, tie man refused and 
uae tried by court-martial and con- 
demned to death. Baker used all bn- 
uifluence to save his friend, but to hif. 
horror and indignation ha was selected 
to give tbe order to the platoon which 
% as to execute the nen tenon. 


Baker was confronted hy two terrible 


ilternatives—death for his friend unleps 
*n effort wag made to save him, 
i>- 


d?ath for himsc'if if h* burrendnred t • 
the Americans to plead that an <xpedi 
tion be eent to effect the former's res- 
cue. 


Scorning subterfuge, he went to the- 


American camp, attired in bis uniform 
of a lieutenant of Philipino infantry, and 
gave himself up. Ho ielated his story, 
and a detachment of troops wa» imme- 
diately sent to the poirt where baker 
stated the camp of the insurgents had 
been established. Apparently alaimed 
at Baket'ri flight, the Philpiinos had fled 
and it has not boen discovered whether 
Baker's companion was executed or is 
still alive, 


Baker was turned over to the com- 


manding officer of the gunboat Castiue 
He WAR tried by court-martial, and 
found guilty of desertion and giving 
intelligence to the enemy. The court 
took into consideration bis action in 
surrendering him idf to ravo a follow 
American, and, instead of recording a 
death sentance, recommended that be le 
imprisoned for life at hard labor and 
lo«ft all p*y *nd allowance rxcopt $3 •

The most atrocious case, according to 


the records, is that of Eusebio Rojns, 
styling himself a lieutenant of infantry 
in the insurgent forces under the com- 
mand of Alejandrino. an outlaw who 
claimed to exercise summary power 
o\er the lives and property of the na- 
tives who did not bear arms n'crn'nm 
the United Stfites and who conceded it 
to be his duty ro rob and murder ; t a< •.-- 
ful and law abiding people iivhv- -v;;::- 
in his so Ciiiled military junsd.t, .on. 
Going in ordinary dress and takisis; 
with him n few followers, he secretly 
seised his unsuspecting neighbors, a 
man at a time, and, taking them into 
the forest, he proceeded in two in- 
stances to bury them alive. 


The witnesses in this case, some of 


whom testified that they were compel- 
led to dig the graves of the waiting vic- 
tims. related horrible details of tbc- 
manner in which men in the full vigor 
of life were suffiocated under the mass 
of earth thrown upon them. Itojas de- 
nied Ms responsibility for the murder 
of the men buried alive, but concluded 
by saying, ''All my aer.ons have been 
in pursuance of the orders of my supe- 
rior officer.',' Tliis man was ordered to

ilanycma followers sustained a deep flesh 
wound from a hard wood spear which had

The night air grew gradually colder. A 


fierce storin swept over the forest, and the 
rain, filtering through the thick foliage 
overhead, trickled in continuous streams 
upon the naked bodies of the raiders. It 
was still dark and raining when the 
hoarse whisper, '-Tendele — tendelc upesi' 
(March — march quickly) passed from one 
to another. The party set forth in single 
file 
Ko word was spoken, and the only 


sound that betokened their progress was a 
slight swishing of leaves and the muffled I 
tread of naked feet upon the spongy 
gronnd. Dpoa ncaring the village clear- 
ing each man buckled his ammunition 
belt more rightly around his waist and 
wound a strip of dirty white cotton cloth 
about his head to serve as a distinguish- 
ing mark in the coming attack upon tho 
naked natives. 


Vvith a shrill "Hae yah!" the raiders 


fired their first volley directly toward the 
huts where the natives were sleeping

and thither Women and children shriek- 
ed, fowls flew cackling toward the woods, 
men's deep voices shouted incoherently, 
but the loud rifle reports and shouts of the 
relentless Blanyema drowned all other 
sounds. Soon the village became enveloped 
in a dense white fog of sulphurous smoke 
and mist, in the obscurity of which tho 
raiders' guns flashed forth tongues of fire. 


Gradually the tumult ceased. The cool 


morning breeze dispelled the heavy cloud

On i ho morning of the fifth day the Arab 


camp was hailed by a voice from the forest, 
"Is it true that our women arc still alive?'

Manyona in the native 'dialect. '1 bring 
tusks of elephants 
But flrst let me hear 


thuir voices that 1 may know you speak 
truly.'1 Tho women wore soon produced 
and wero made to shout a reply to tho na-. 
tivo chief, who was all this time concealed 
from sight among tho trees 
A-ftcr much 


delay, during which the Manyema in turns 
coaxed and threatened the timid and sus- 
picions native, the young chief at length 
mustered sufficient courage to stop forth 
Depositing his burden of ivory in tlie open, 
lio glanced meaningly in tho direction of 
tho Arab's camp. Instantly Severn I women 
were liberated, and they rushed to tho 
woods. In this fashion, during several 
subsequent days, the Arab chief was grad- 
ually relieved of his prisoners, and in their 
ploco ho became enriched by a substantial 
Btock ot ivory. — Cassoll's Mngazina.

the English and Russian troops still 
faee each other, intrenched on the 
banks of the Fei-ho river. The sitxia 
tion would be pure comedy were it not 
frautrlst with such grave possibilitics. 
Yi^iiors and photographers flock to see 
the unique spectacle, which is unparal- 
leled since the .English lay in the 
trenches before Sevastopol. 


Broken ground and ruined buildings 


make natural defenses, behind which 
are stationed scattered detachments ot 
Indian Sikhs, whose turbans show like 
skirmish lines. A total of two compa- 
nies are spread over the area of two 
acres oil both sides of the disputed rail- 
road siding, an Indian and a Cossack 
brushing elbows as they walk in theit 
beats, two feet apart A Russian post 
of 12 men guards the end of the rail- 
way cut ten feet from the foremost of 
the British contingent. The officers ol 
the two nations salute one another. 
There is no show of ill feeling, and 
there is small chance of any conflict 
without orders, although a reckless 
shot would precipitate a bloody skir- 
mish.

Everybody is breathlessly waitin 


for the troops to receive their instrui- 
tions from the home governments, ant 
there is much excitable war tallc. 


In addition to the Russian trouble 


the French have been responsible foi 
a sudden outbreak of disorder and vio 
lence against the English on Sunday 
piompted by their sympathy for Ru.« 
sia. English officers were assaulted 
civilians were mobbed and ladies wen 
insulted.

We've been 
tramping the streets for miles hereabout 
since 10 o'clock this morning, but can't 
lind house or rooms to let at any price." 


"It's against the regulations," says the 


poor law official. 


''Then what on earth am I to do' I've 


just got a good job in this district, to 
start on Holiday. \Ye traveled to London 
by the night train, thinking we might get 
a house the first thing in the morning, as 
I was prepared to pay a decent rent; but, 
though we've spent all the day searching, 
we can't find room anywhere 
All clay 


long my wife has been taking one side of a 
street and I the other, while the children 
waited at the corner. We would have gone 
into tenements or apartments anywhere, 
but not a solitary room is to be had 
As 


it grew dark, in our despair \vo went to 
the police station, and they advised me to 
bring the wife and children to the work- 
house till such time as I could flnd a place 
outside " 


"But we've no room to spare here ei- 


ther," says the gate porter. 
""Why, we've 


already got nearly 200 more people than 
the house is certified for. Still, if the po- 
lice sent you, I suppose you must be ad- 
mitted. " 


Ho the man parted with his wife and 


children at the workhouse gate, spent the 
night in a common lodging house himself, 
the whole of Sunday in a further futile 
search, but it was not until a full fort- 
night had gone by, during which he paid 
for bis wife's and bairns' keep in the 
workhouse, that he found a place to take 
thorn to 
Then it was not a house, as he 


desired, but to a tenement; not near his 
work, as he wanted, but two miles away 
—London Letter.

It is understood 
that tbe bil provides for a metropolitan 
police district consisting of tin- counties 
of New York.

The measure provides for the tip 


pointment of n commissioner of police 
by The governor. The '-oniiiiissioiier of 
police is to appoint deputies for the 
various police districts consisting prac- 
tically of the counties mentioned The 
commissioner of police will have power 
of appointment, discipline and transfer. 
He will be subject to removal by the 
governor alone. Xo changes of im- 
portance, it is understood, will be madf 
in the present bipartisan board of elec- 
tion commissioners. This ne'w metro- 
politan police bill, it is understood, will 
be practically a revival of the act of 
1S57, a measure which was in opera- 
tion for 24 years.
